Attorney Palmer sought -¥ederal 
Judge James H. Wilkerson at his home 
in Glencoe, and got him to issue an 
order to the United States marshal 
seizing and impounding all lists and 
printed matter in the hands of the 
printing company, which also prints 
the magazine. ‘6 

Judge Wilkerson last week impound- 
ed a copy @f the list of names filed in 
a petition asking the court to dissolve 
a temporary injunction restraining 
Tolerance from disclosing them.

Seek Books of Concern. -

000,000}. In December the Swiss gov- 
ernment paid the state railways 30,000,- 
000 francs [$6,000,000] additional for 
transporting troops in 1914 and 19165. 

ctually, the operating revenue of 
344,215,499 francs [$68,343,000-, left a 
surplus of 30,502,582 francs [$6,100,500- 
above operating expenses in 1922, but 
this was swallowed up by the interest 
on the debt, amounting to 93,356,309 
francs [$18,671,000]. The deficit was 
finally squeezed down to forty-five odd 
millions. 

Blame War for Deficit. 


The council of fifty-five state func- 
tionaries, just reduced to fifteen, who 
manage the railways, blame the deficit 
last year’ on the effects of the war. 
The’ total deficit for 1914-1922 is 210,- 
757,282 francs [$42,151,000]. 

Government ownership and opera- 
tion of railways in Switzerland has 
been a tremendous failure as shown by 
every annual repset. This’ failure is 
all the more striking because the Swiss 
railways not.only enjoy heavy passen- 
ger and freight traffic originating in 
the country, but. profitably transport 
an enormous number of international 
trains because the country is the cross- 
roads of Europe.

L. W. Sawer, speaking of thé care of 
babies in hot weather, says: “ Sleepless- 
ness, fretfulness, colic and diarrhoea are 
often the result of excessive heat or too 
much clothing. Many of the iNs of sum- 
mer can be avoided by proper diet, cleth- 
ing and care. On hot days, the amount 
of food must be reduced and plain, boiled 
Water should be given several times 
ged A hot day may cause a decrease 
in food tolerance and an ‘ overstepped ’ 
tolerance is very: slowly restored; in 
fact, skill and patience are necessary to 
avoid a further decline.” 

If a baby is being fed on cow’s milk, he 
requires about one and a half ounces 
of milk a day for each pound of his 
weight. A newly born baby should get 
six to ten ounces of breast milk a day. 
Older babies need about two ounces 
of breast fnilk for each pound of weight. 
Babies older than six months of age 
need no more than one ounce of breast 
milk or not to exceed one and a quarter 
ounces of cow’s milk per pound of weight 
a day because they get some nourish- 
ment from other sources. 

; — > 

The proper way to decide quantities is 
by a careful weighing of the baby once 
or more times a day, including weigh- 
ing before And after one meal at least. 
In hot weather these food allowances 
are not permissible. Sauer says: “ On 
hot days the amount of food must be 
reduced and plain boiled water should 
be given several times daily. If, in spite 
of the reduction in food, the baby gets 
a little bowel trouble, the first step taken 


should be to wholly substitute boiled 
water for milk for a few days.”

Banks Into Acres 
of Fine Alfalfa

_ Chief Black Hawk’s historic “yellow 
banks” of western Illinois, between 
Oquawka and New Boston, are being 
into productive fields 
through a unique system of sand farm- 
ing .developed by Alexander Moir of 


Burlington, Ia. 
On this huge sand bar, seventeen 


miles long, averaging two miles wide 
and 42 feet deep, cactus, sand burs, 
and fire weeds are about the only | 
plants that will flourish on the un- | 
treated fields. Under the Moir system 
of treatment the farmers are able eco- 
nomically to produce from three to six 
tons of alfalfa, fifty-six bushels of 
corn, thirty-three bushels of rye, and 
twenty-four bushels of wheat. to the 
acre on this sand ridge paralleling ~ 
Mississippi river. 

Farmers in the Mississippi bottoms ; 
and on the ridges skirting the long | 
sand bar, covering an area of more | 
than 20,000 acres, told Alex Moir that | 
he was foolhardy to attempt farming | 
in sand hills pitted with blow holes | 
varying in size from tiny depressions | 
to excavations more than 100 feet | 
across and twenty-five to thirty feet | 
from the bottom to the top of the 
dunes around the rim. Fourteen years 
ago, when Mr. Moir started his project 
of reclaiming this barren land, no pro- 
gressive farmer in that section would | 
waste his time trying to grow crops 
on pure sand. 

' Makes Tests with Alfalfa. 

Alex Moir thought it a waste of 


in the sleek coateof a grand champion 
bull at the International live stock 
show in 1909 and found that the high 
finish on the winner was chiefly the 
result of feeding him alfalfa hay. 
Then he bought Joseph E. Wing’s book 
on alfalfa and began trying to work 
out some scheme of growing this le- 
gume crop on the ,abandoned sand 
land he bought for hunting ground at 
$12.50 an acre. 

‘Through the personal advice of Mr. 
Wing and J. W. Coverdale, from the 


Towa station, sand samples were ana-) 


lyzed to see what was needed. Lime 
and humus were both lacking. Tests 
were made on a small scale where 
lime and Manure were used. It was 
found that good crops of alfalfa and 
rye could be grown by applying three 
or four tons of manure and five tons 
of limestone to each acre. But with

new and unique feature of the Moir 
system was discovered. It was found 
that by sowing oats in the fall about 
the last week in September that they 
would reach a height of six to twelve 
inches, die in the winter, leaving a pro- 
tective blanket of dead oat plants mat- 
ted on the surface to hold the sand 
in place. In the spring alfalfa could 
then be drilled in the field with the 
dead oats where the young plants are 
protected from the cutting sand. 
Undertakes Big Task. 
Supplying manure for 800 acres of 
gand and was a big’t8sk, but 600 
carloads of litter and ec ings from 
live stock cars were bought from a 
railroad and piled along the tracks bor- 


station. A clam shell dredge was 
used to unload the manure, 
which was piled in heaps thirty to 
forty feet high, forming a ridge more 
than 800 feet long. After two-thirds 
of the mountain of manure had been 
used this method of supplying humus 
was discarded. The growing of cow- 
peas to take the place of manure was 
adopted and proved to be a cheaper 
and an,’easier way of getting vege- 
table matter into the sand. 

The simple system followed on the 
Moir land today can no doubt be adopt- 
ed by other farmers, making it possi- 
ble to put millions of acres of sand 
land in the United States under cul- 
tivation. His present method is to 
start by throwing brush, straw, coarse 
manure and similar materials into the 
blow holes to hold the sand. Ina short 
time the sand is blown back into the 
pits and the field is practically level. 
Five tons of limestone are put on each 
acre. The land is plowed in the spring 
to a depth of six inches and co 
are Grilled, broadcasted, or planted in 
rows. The black-eyed variety is used 
at the rate of three pecks to the acre. 

_ Saving the Cow Peas. 

Cow peas are grown for two years 
in succession and turned under with a 
breaking plow each summer when the 
plants have reached their fuii size. 
In the fall of the second year, about 


Sept. 20, oats are sown at the rate of} 


a bushel to the acre and a subsoil pack- 
er is used to firm the ground and pre- 
vent the blowing of the sand. The 
cats often grow a foot high before they 
are winter killed. 

The following spring or the third 
year after the system has fen started, 
alfalfa is cross drilled at the rate of 
ten pounds of seed to the acre each 
‘ime, or a total of twenty pounds to the 
acre. The seed is inoculated with 
iirt from fields where alfalfa or sweet 
slover has been grown. This is essen- 
ial to get a good stand. The first 
rear, if the season is good, Mr. Moir 
rets one light clipping of alfalfa, but 
the real harvest comes the second year 
when three cuttings are made during 
the season.

six tons to the acre. Alfalfa is con- 
stantly storing up nitrogen inthe soil; 
the plants live 
produce a fair-crop each year without 
being reseeded or cultivated in any 
Way. 

At his farm the other day Mr. Moir 
took a party of Chicago men into a 
seventy-five acre field of alfalfa that 
was started eight years ago. “I get 
an average of about three tons to the 
acre every year from this field,” he 
remarked as he stood in the field with 
the tops of alfalfa plants waving sev- 
eral inches above his knees. “We 
haven't touched this field since it was 
first seeded except to come nere and 
harvest the crop. This land cost me 
$12.50 an acre and to get, this kind of 
a stand of alfalfa it costs from $10 to 
$15 an acre, including limestone, cow 
peas and labor. When the cost is 
distributed over a period of years it is 
small and low enough that any farmer 
with sand land can afford to do what 
I am doing.” 

“T have never seen any better al- 
falfa growhe on $200 an acre land,” 
said a’soil and crop expert as he drove 
around the seventy-five acre field, 

In another alfalfa field established 
thirteen years ago there is still a fair 
‘stand, yielding about three tons to 
the acre each season. 


Cost of Growing Low. 


sand is low,” added Mr. Moir. “My 
average return on this alfalfa, going 
back to the time when I first started 
with it, has been areund $12 or more 
a ton, or $36 an acre each year. The 
original cost of the land, the expense 
of working it into shape and getting 
a start with alfalfa is about $25 an 


$19 an acre besides at the end of the 
harvest season of the fourth year after 
I start the cropping system.” 

Rye is about the only crop that can 
be grown on this untreated sand, but 
the yield is so low that it does not pay. 
From four to eight bushels of rye to 
the acre is the best farmers can get 
on the sand unless they use manure 
or cow peas and lime. 

With the Moir system the alfalfa can 
be turned under after it begins to get 
thin, and excellent crops of small 
grains, such as rye and wheat, can be 
grown. Rye is now almost six feet 
high on the Moir farm. About two- 
thirds of the 800 acres of sand land 
owned by Mr. Moir and 400 owned by 
Leon Le Maire, Mr. Moir’s business 
partner, is now under this new system. 
All of the 1,200 acres owned by these 
two men is being put under this sys- 
tem as rapidly as possible.

University Using Land. 

It is this kind of soil in which Mr. 
Moir has developed a system that is 
making possible the reclamation of 
thousands of acres of abandoned sand 
farms. Along the main highway of 
the sand ridge he is growing crops on 
seven different plots of from five to 
six acres each, demonstrating the pos- 
sibilities of profitable farming on pure 
sand. 

To further carry out his ideas, Mr. 
Moir gave twenty acres of this land 
to the University of Illinois five or six 
yearg ago to be used in official expert- 
mental work. Soil and crop experts 
have been treating plots with different 
kinds of materials and have obtained 
excellent results. 

Farmers in Muscantine and Lee 
counties, Iowa, are operating thou- 
sands of acres of sand land quite sim- 
ilar to the land in Henderson county, 
Illinois, where Mr. ee farming. 
They are folowing his new system. 
He aivises farmers with sand soil to 
start on a small scale, liming and grow- 
ing cow peas on five or ten acres, add- 
ing. more acres each, year.

Meals at Specified Times. 
Regular hours for eating are impo-- 
tant.

Good cheer at meal time has a dis- 
tinct influence on digestion. The jes- 
ters and buffoons used by our fore- 
fathers were established upon medical 
principles. A pessimistic frame of 
mind checks the natural flow of diges- 


tive juices. 


Adequate mastication is important. 
Uniess food is well chewed, starches 
and sugars ferment in the stomach, 
Remember, the stomach has no teeth, 
and the breaking up of hard, lumpy 
masses has to be done by the teeth. 

To properly masticate food be eure 
the food is well chewed. This does not 
mean to chew until the jaws ache. If 
you have to remedy the habit of bolt- 
ing, it will take time at first, but with 
practice you will soon learn to masti- 
cate with scarcely any conscious at- 
tention. 


Valuable Beginning Treatment: 
Dr. William S. Walsh suggests a 
diet which is valuable in beginning

“For four or five days,”, he says, 
“the person should confine his diet 
to raw fruits, or to raw vegetables, or 
to cooked vegetables, or to a mixture 
of all three. ong suitable fruits are 
ries, pears, dates, piums, peaches; 
among vegetables, lettuce, tomatoes, 
celery, and cucumbers (in small 
amounts); among cooked vegetables, 


cabbage, turnips, spinach, kale, beet 
tops, dartdelions.” 

In addition, ohe may take several 
tablespoonsful of bran or agar, with 
or without petrolatum, twice a day. 
As a rule such a diet will cause free 
movements within a few days. After 
this occurs the diet should be “in- 
creased, meats added in small 
quantities at first. “A diet like the 


above should not be maintained more: 


than a week, 


Things to Avoid. 


In most cases of constipation the fol- 
lowing foods should be avoided: 

Eggs, except in small amounts and 
then scrambled; sweets, pastry, rice, 
sago, cheese, liver, strong condiments, 
milk as a drink, meat extracts, newly 
made bread, fried foods, richly sea- 
soned foods, thick gravies, strong tea, 
cocoa, chocolate, dried beans, coffee. 
Indigestible foods, as steaming bread 
or buns; greasy foods of all kinds; im- 
proper combinations of foods, as ice 
cream and oysters; sweets and acids: 
melons and liquor are also to. be 
avoided. 

Méat should not be.eaten more than 
once a day, and then sparingly. 

The selection of the right diet is not 
difficult; as it'requires only that among 
the foed one eats daily there be those 
with a laxative effect. | 

A diet partial to vegetables not only 
helps constipation but lessens an obe- 
sity tendency and diseases of the arter- 
ies and kidneys. Vegetables exerting 
the most laxative effects are fresh 
greens—such ag dandelions, spinach, 
kale, turnip tops, and beet tops. Rhu- 


barb is laxative. Tomatoes, salsify, 


cabbage, lettuce, asparagus, celery, 
corn, beets, squash, pumpkin, and 
boiled Spanish onions are good. Pota- 
toes used three times a day are not 
good.

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THE NEW BABY’S OUTFIT. 


E advent of a baby, particularly 

if it be the first one, is an event 

of. paramount importance, and 

the prospective mother probably 
has no more delightful task than the 
planning and making of a dainty lay- 
ette. Babies grow so rapidly and it is 
considered wise to put them in short 
clothes so soon that a large number 
of smal] clothes is foolish. 

It is fine to have those that are pro- 
vided as pretty and dainty as possibile. 
using the best materials one’s purse 
will allow, and.making them as per- 
fectly as possible. te 

It is a good idea to decide on what 
is necessary for the complete layette 
before buying. Make a complete list, 
then go over it carefully, and cross out 
every unnecessary thing. It is a 
temptation to have a great variety and 
number of garments, but many things 
provided are a clear waste and should 
be eliminated. 

For a layette providing enough of 
everything there should be six dresses, 
six petticoats, four night dresses, three 
or four flannel skirts, six shirts of 
about the same size, four flannel bands, 
four peirs of stockings, three or four 
sacques, two wrappers, and six dozen 
napkins—two dozen of them about 18x 
36 inches, and the rest a larger size. 
Include then whatever out of doors 
garments you think necessary. Of 
course there are comforters, blankets, 


booties, etc., to remember. 

If possible, plan exactly what is to. be 
bought and made—buy everything pos 
sible, get all the long seamed garments 
cut, stitch them on the machine as you 
can, and do the rest of the work by 
hand at your leisure. 

In buying the shirts, select the light 
weight half cotton and wool, or silk, 
and use every care in washing them. 
Stockings and shirts should be dried 
on wooden forms, so they will keep 
their shape. Six or more bands should 
be provided for the baby, and these 
should be made of fine, soft flannel. 
Tear it in strips 6 inches. wide and 24 
inches long. The edges may be fin- 
ished with the blanket stitch. The 
barrow coats may be made of a light 
weight flanne] either set into a band 
or made of a straight strip wtih three 
box plaits in the back and one each 
side of‘the front. These, of course, 
are only laid to the depth of a band. 
These little plaits are held in place by 
feather stitching, and the armhole is 
cut out and the fastening over the 
shoulder done by ribbon. 

If the flannel and white petticoats 
are put into bands, the band of the 
former should be a good inch deeper 
than the band of the latter, so as to 
avoid having two thicknesses of seams 
coming one over the other—making a 
hard place to press against the tender 
flesh. The best way to avoid this is 
to cut the flannel petticoats princess 
fashion, having an under arm piece 
that reaches the entire length, and

shaped under the arms, and there is 
no unneceasary fullness anywhere. 
The armholes and neck should be fin- 
ished with a small, embroidered scal- 
lop.

The Season in Retrospect. . 

Glancing back over the season, one discovers that it 
brought sixty-five plays, as against only forty-nine for the 
preceding theatrical year. 


were opened is not enough, of course, to explain this dis- 
crepancy. The difference was chiefly caused by many quick 
failures, and a consequent rapid shifting of attractions. Of 
the plays which visited us, seventeen—-more than a quarter 
of the total—departed in three weeks or less; eleven lingered 
only a fortnight. oii 


A depressing circumstance in connection with.all this was 
that it was not by any means the bad plays alone which 
failed. The brief Chicago career of Galsworthy’s fine “ Loy- 
alties” was an unhappy \incident, and though Allan Pollock 
bravely kept “A Bill of Divorcement” in town for nine 
weeks, it was a losing venture, “To the Ladies!” “ Bulldog 
Drummond” and “ Kerfipy,” uncommonly effective diversions 
of their kind, were disappointments to their sponsors; “ The 
First Year” and“ Six Cylinder Love” achieved longer runs, 
but,in neither case were expectations fulfilled, 

On the other hand, Chicago did surprisingly well by one 
or two plays which attracted no great attention elsewhere. 
This matter of varying fortunes in different citiés was sharp- 
ly emphasized by the case of “The First Year”: and 
“Thank-U.” “The First Year” was a record-breaker in 
New York, having run there for vit@ually two seasons; 
“Thank-U ” had only moderate success in the east. Yet the 
latter stayed four weeks longer than the former in Chicago, 
and did betters business! ? 

The really outstanding phenomenon of the season was the 
sudden eagerness of producers to make Chicago a scene of 
theatrical “xperiment. After -neglecting us in this respect 
for years, they camé back with a rush; of the aitty-five plays 
we saw, twenty-four had their first important Showing here. 


This was flattering, perhaps, but no great solace to the 
playgoer, for, as might have been expected, the experiments 
yielded much chaff and only a littlé wheat. The Nst in-

‘Dreams. 


T is one of the minor canons of writing 
that no story or poem should be written 
about an author, and I remember exam- 
ining this oneé, and finding there were 

good and urgent reasons for it, but what 
‘they were I seem to have forgotten. More- 
over, it doesn’t matter very much, for when 
I tell the history of Desmond Fitzjohn I am 
not writing about the poet and dramatist we 
have all in our minds, I am writing the love 
story of a poor young man. 

As far as the poet and dramatist goes, let 
us touch on that now and have it done with. 
About eight years ago there appeared in the 
periodicals poems at the end of stories and 
articles accredited to Desmond Fitzjohn. 
They were very good poems. They dealt 
mainly with the glory of ancient chivalric 
figures or voiced a nostalgia for Ireland. 


Where most Irish verse is melodious and» 


facile, following the school of Thomas 
Moore, these had power and a rugged gran- 
deur. It wasn't merely the playing of a 
rhymester with a great figure—the poet 
really admired and felt for Mary, the Queen 
of Scots, and Cromwell, the Lord Protector. 
Nor were the nostalgic pieces the usual 
whine of the professed Irish poet for Ireland 
and his old mother, bleating.in the comfort 
of a New York hotel for the black bog water 
and the little roads. This man was hungry 
for the yellow of the gorsé. The dry tinkle 
of the wind-swept heather was louder in his 
ear drums than the roar of the elevated 
train. There was a poet who meant what he 
said. 

And then the director of a review pub- 
lished five pages of “ The Old Age of Por- 
firio Diaz,” and/there was gladness through 
the land. A new poet had been born. 

Yet we heard nothing of him, who he was, 
where he lived, what was his nationality. 
Irish, English, or Pole—English and Poles 
have a curious and -refreshing nostalgia for 
Ireland—and then came the play “ Appas- 
sionata,” and its conventional “Halian 
background, its figures writhing with drama, 
and the poor, harassed woman with 
the vital, throbbing speech. There was one 
person more surprised by the enormous suc- 
cess than the author, and that was.the pro- 
ducer, 

“ Lis’en, kid, they ain't no credit coming 
to me,” the producer will tell you, and he 
will roll a cigar from side to side of his wide 
mouth and rub a chin that has not been 
shaved for three days. “ It’s this way. They 
been putting up a holler about the shows I 
been putting on, see? They been saying, 
why don’t I put on something good, see?

they excavated the author and found 
him to be a young Irishman with curling 
black hair and gray eyes, a face that would 
have been pretty but for the hard lines of 
suffering in it. Where the newspaper men 
expected to find “one of the boys,” a re- 
porter who had made a lucky hit, they found 
a very self-possessed young man who was 
unquestionably a gentleman, whose name 
was Desmond Fitzhugh Fitzjohn, with a 


genealogy extending back tothe days of the 


Conqueror—whose university had been gray 
Trinity of Dublin. An old Norman-Irish 
family of Wexford, he confessed smilingly, 
who had fallen upon evil days. Land pur- 
chase, taxation, God knows what had impov- 
erished them. Yes, they had a castle, an old 
Norman stronghold in the Wexford hills. 
Did he expect to go back there? Yes, one 
day, possibly soon, He was very polite, very 
smiling, but there was a reserve past which 
they could not ga, and they decided it was 
aristocratic hauteur of the less offensive kind.
